(he first ship is transferred. In tbiB 
vr&y the criAip is paid sometimes two 
or three times for the same man-. Tho 
eoBt of a orew so obtained is always 
extravagantly expensive, but when the 
cost is enhanood by subsequent crows 
obtained to replace men enticed away, 
it becomes a system of robbery ior 
which the Colony is more or less io» 
Sponsible. It even the miefortunoB ot 
the ship ended w lh llio cc st ot a crew 
twice paid loi, it would not bo so 
grave a matter as might be at lirai 
sappoeed, but the conseqaeccoB of tho 
detention of iho ship are really tho 
worst features in the case. Tbo dis- 
bursements exclusive of the expense of 
Bhipm-^nt of the crew are conbidorably 
increased, and a claim for demurrage 
may very possibly bo raised by the 
shippers ot the cargo. Tho length ot 
time occupied in eocuiiiig a crew may 
exhaust the fine wcaiher that would 
have given the vessel a good offlng, 
and a wreck which may involve loen ,

j Who would hire ihoir ships to take a 
cargo iroro this vicinity, when no limit 
oau be fixed ior disbarsemeDta, and 
possible oontingenoies are oi so grave 
a oharaoter? Where merchantmen 
are concerned the case is bad enough, 
bnt when such practices extend to tiie 
abduction of iEer Majesty's seaoaen, 
the matter becomes even more serious. 
Every sailor sent out hero costs £100 
to the Mother Country, aad if it is 
known that notwithstanding tbo tacte, 
that the ships are eeai cut hero to 
guard oor coasts, and that wo derive a 
considerable income from (hem, wo al- 
low wonbleBS men to induce iho sea- 
men to desert, how can we be surpii- 
sed if it is thought advisable by the 
home government to cbaugo the station, 
or to remove the niivy uUcgeiher? We 
ere not saiibfied to lake the lur(:;o sums 
of money expended by llor .Majfsty's 
ships, but. wo mubi creaio troutjlo and 
expense lor the auihorities at homo in 
replenishing the floiM with tho requisite 
Dumber of me;) by allowing the train- 
ed sailors to be bui-tered and sold like 
80 many sheep by crimps. Ifonrciti- 
■ens are apathetic about eo grave a 
cause ot complaint, we are very sure 
that the same utate of things does not 
exist in our Courts of Law ; aud wo 
can promise delinquents that however 
CDtsidors (particularly those iote lusted 
io their escape) may regard such 
crimes, they will be prop-rly dealt 
•with there. There is no more sure ins 
dication ot rampant immoruliiy and 
\n early disorganisation of tbeoomrao" 
uity where it ocoutb, than the pervoiBioo of 
juitioe. We Bhould, then, be truly tlmultlul 
that we are io a coomry whore timt ouii 
never be ibe ease, and ii beboven ail who cun 
appreeisie s ) precious a boon lo give all the 
aid ia their power to aostuin it.

^itutlltng, a sabsiiiuto for the soil or 
earth wo always find in tho hoofs of a 
borso at grass, and prefiont tho nenro.st 
resernblurico to llio horse's natural foot- 
ing — the earth. We havo never l>ad a 
ditoased fnot siuco tho introduotion ol 
sawdust in the slahlc, now some years 
sinoo. Horses bedded on sawdust are 
also freer from dust and stains than 
when on ordinary liiUr (simply because 
Ma>vdu.st is a bciicr ab?orboiitj perhaps) 
luid testify their own approval ol it by 
ircqucnily rolling and lying down for 
hours in tho day.

A Mistress of Natomion I. — Tho 
beautiful but heartless ConiUess Keilmaii- 
seggo, who in 1812, wua the mistress of 
Na|ioleou the First, and who died some 
timu since at an udvanocd ago, bas loft 
a uiauuseript of remiuisoences, ia which 
she acknowledges ihat tbo famous Ernst 
Uraf, who couiinitted suicide three yours 
ago at Drosdeu on account of his extreme 
poverty, was the sou whom sho horo to 
tho groat Emperor in 1813.

own on the pretext that slio made a vow 
in 1815 never to admit that sbo had a 
liason with JSapcleoii the First. Ernst 
Gurf boro the most striking resemblance 
to bis illnB'.rious father, Iu 1858 he 
went lo Puri.s, and tried to attract the 
attention of Louis Napoleon, hut was 
onahio to obtain anything at his hands. 
At Mannheim, however-, he bad an iiitcr- 
viow with the old Grand DuchesStcphani 
nee Mllo. do Ueauliarnnis, who was be- 
lieved to havo had a liason with Napoleon 
in 18il and she made liiin a liberal j)res« 
ent. Ilis upplication tu tho French Am- 
bassador at Dresden, though supporied 
by voiy strong circnmstupiial evidence 
that he was the natural son of Napoleou 
the First remained uusuoceSBful.

SJiuystaCis, an Indian, waa arraigned to 
plead to an indiotmeot charging him with the 
murder of a colored toUlet ia Suit Spring 
lAiui, nomed William Eobineoo. The 
piijoner pleaded not guilty. The Attorney- 
Gsneral appoarsd lor tlie defence and Mr. 
Ring, inBiraciod by Mr Green and Mr Bis- 
hop, fur tho delenca. 

^The Attorney General staled Iho oass for 
tha prcseoulion. The prijonor weB arroign- 
el for the murder of VVm Robinson in March 
1869 ; tiie evidence was in two parts, direct 
and oiicatnitantial 5 the first witnesi waa 
preseut when the ball was fired through 
the body. The man lay several days before 
the mnrder was disootered (rom the key 
having been abstracted ; tha piisoner was 
among the very few Indiana who were in the 
Tioinity. The murdered man was eating 
when tbe orimo was committed, and the ap- 
pearance a3 shown byiha evidence that would 
be adduced wouU clearly demonstrate the 
guilt of the priaoner. 

Henry Sdmpion, Conatabla Salt Spring Is- 
land, sworn — ItemcmbBr the month of March 
18G8 ; I received ioformaiijn that William 
fiobiiison waa dead ; I opened the house 
which was built of logs ; the door was about 
the centre of the housa ; there was a bed on 
the west side ; the table was composed of a

□r hours ; Minuel Daett, and Olarka 
rinns wero arrestep on suspiiion ; I anawer- 
i all the questions pat to me by Mr Mor- 
y, Ijf ving examiood the premises by bii 
istriciionB; I arrested the prisoner; don'i 
now where the axe was found ; found the 
risooer in his house ; he seemed sick and

Ho 
epliad that hlfl had not much,and [^•oceedad to 
nako a rambling siatemeot to iho uieot that 
lehad been watched by tbo police w^o were 
3r^■J^ldieed against bim ; that tho ctptain 
was in idi house as stated in ovidoDoe, ^nd 
that ho (Lyons) had caulioBed him agoimt 
[rying to induce sailors to de«ert. He bad 
10 objeotion to be made ad example of, but 
f they were iiia.lMt words he protestetl his 
inoocanca. ^0 believed the wordi bad 
been put into tbo montbs ot tba misgafded 
piea who bii fiTon tbeir evidODOo agalnit 



him, His Lordebfp asked what tho police 
knew about Lyon*. Inspoetor Bowden 
■tatod that the prisoner had been charged 
with acsistiog sad proouriog H M seamen 
to desert, the patjalty iclliotod was £30 or 
gix mootbs ioiprisonmciit, but on appeal ho 
was dischargad, Lyons' bouae was not 
well condooied. Hia Lordship addressed the 
prisober^io (be folloiwiog effect: William 
LyODB, you have been foood guilty by two 
separate juries oo two^eeparate iDdictmonts 
and I mu^t say that 1 quite coincide with 
the juries in coming to the oooclnsion they 
did, that is, in finding you gniliy of both 
charges. The oilcnce waa a most serious 
one. By the proiit^ioas of tho mother 
ocnntry, ebipit of vrar are seat here to guard 
Her Majeity'a poaaessions in this oouotry 
Every man so sent cut costs tho Govarnment 
£100, and it is my duly to protect the Gov- 
erniheot agaiost the predatory aois of man 
like yourself, The object of inflicting pua- 
isbment is to deler others and it will thers^ 
fore be necessary (0 pa<B a ssvere sentence 
for that purpose.' The first iury added to 
their verdict a recom nnend.itijn to mercy 
which has had due consideraiion, the second 
jury did not append tbut modiUcitiun. This 
ia net the first time you huva been ooovict- 
cd. On tha former ocoaaioa tha magistrate 
appended to the Qoo lix montbs Imprison- 
ment which was not jaeliSed by the statute, 
hence yuu escaped by a teohoicaliiy. 1 
should be neglecting my doty if I did not 
inflict a ceDteooe that woiild meet the gra-< 
vityof the ease ; tbeHaenteoos of the Court 
is that yon be imprisoned in Her Majesty's 
gaol for twelve inonibs and kept to bard 
labor — alovec moulha being lor tha second 
indloiment and one n^poth for tho first in 
consequence of the reoommeodatioo thou 
added. 

The prisoner iliarkod his Lordship. 
Thomas Shakspeate was arraigned for sen- 
tence on conviction for crimping. When 
asked what bo bad to say be made a ramb- 
ling statement ptotesting his ioooceace. Ha 
was ■eDieoced to imprisonment with bard 
labor for three mootbi>. 

Oouit adjourned till II o'clock on Thurss 
day.
